At the ead of World War I, much of 
rural America remained without local 
radio. Even communities with their own 
stations often were left silent st day's 
end, when many broadcasters signed 
off. 

But after sundown, when the iono- 
sphere got good and slippery and radio 
waves started pozo-sticking, bouncing 
tike bad checks across the starlit hinter- 
lands, there were the clear channels — 
the 50,000-watt powerhouses that 
reached for those distent, mostly rural 
audiences unserved ‘by daytime sadio. 
They were Nastvilie’s WSM with its 
Grand Ole Opry; Atianta’s WSB with its 
Barn Dance; and New Orleans's WWL, 


And above all there was John R., “co- 
min’ at you from WLAC, Nashville, 
Tenn., 50,000 watts strong, 24 hours 
jong, way down South in Dixie." 

His real name was John Richbourg. 
He was wiute but played only black mu- 
sic. In fact, be was the first major disc 
jockey in America, white or black, to 
reguarcly program rhythm ard blues, 
blues and gospel — a milestone fre- 
quently and erroneously accorded 
Cieveland’s Alan Freed, who began his 
show in 1951. 

It was SO years ago that John R. 


joined WLAC. Por three decades, until: 


1973, he was 4 cultural staple of rural 
and black Southern life. He had his brew 
of down-home rhythms and sales pitch- 
es for Dixie Hummingbird records, 
Rose Petroleum Jelly and Red Top baby 
chicks (*'50 percent guaranteed alive at 
the time of delivery”). 

“He had so much soul that people in 
the black community thought he was 
black,” says James Brown, who credits 
John R. with bringing his music to na- 
Wena] attention. “I joved the man.” 


Smith and Hugh Jarrett — worked 
WLAC’s night shift, and it was Mr. No- 
bles who first experimented with black 
music on the station in 1946. But John R. 
was the one who listeners waited up for. 

“And that’s right,” he would boom 
with his river-deep resonance, “you can 
get that record at Ernie’s Record Mart, 
Nashville, Tenn. My, my, there’s rec- 
ords ga- -lore i in that store. ... And don’t 
forget Royal Crown hairdressing, 
friends, because just a touch adds so 
much!” 

John 2.’s nightly broadcast ran in 
segments between 8 p.m. and 3 a.m. ‘The 
1 a.m.-to-3 a.m. segment, devoted to ad- 
vance copies and other new material, 
was a phenomenon. “All the jocks 
around the country would stay up and 
listen to him just to hear what the hell he 
was goin’ to play,” recalls colleague 
“Hoss” Allen.

So did WLAC’s listeners — 
though fot the ones the station 
had assumed made up its main 
audience. As approving tail 
flooded in — much of it gram out 
of state — the station realized it 
had a larger, more widesr 
and blacker audience. WLAC de- 
cided to devote all its evening 
programming to black music. 

“WLAC was the only black 
music on the radio when { was 
growing up,” says ihe Rev. Rob- 
ert L. “Jackie” Beavers, wie lis- 
tened to John R. a esc 
in Cartersville, Ga 

Later, as an R&B performer 
amd nightelub ow ner, the Rey. 
Beavers became a 
business associate of 
bourg and even delivered his fu- 
neral oration.

WLAC’s monopoly on black 
music didn't jast long, By the late 
“40s, other st were pro- 
gramming it. In 1947, white- 
owned WDIA in Memphis be- 
came the South's first radio sta- 
tion to try full-time black 
programming, and, unlike 
WLAC, it hired black on-air tal- 
ent. In 1949, Stlania’s WERD be- 
came the nation's first bjack- 
owned radio station.

R. when he was on the road,” 
says the late Mr. Redding’s man- 
ager, recard executive Phil Wal- 
den.

You see, in addition to ev- 
erything else, John was a good 
soundboard to find out if a single 
had been done properly.” 

Wolfman Jack says, “He lives 
with me. I do his style, even to- 
day. He used jo raise goose 
bumps on me, and nobody else 
has done that — except possibly 
me sometimes.” 


Love for black music 


Born in 1910, Mr. Richbourg 
came to WLAC after a short stab 
at acting in New York and abrietf 
radio job im Charlatic, N.C. Ex- 
cept for a World War I stint in 
the Navy, he remained at the sta- 
tion until retiring in 1973. 

Mr. Richbourg’s affection for 
black music was shaped during 
his boyhood as the son of a cotton 
broker in rural Davis Station, 
5.C. “I used to listen to the farm- 
hands as they would come in at 
the end of the day singing,” he 
once said. 

“IT know people say this all the 
time, but they really did sing. 
And this particular plantation 
worked about 200 people. And to 
hear that many people singing ~- 
spirituals, songs of faith, that 
Sort of thing — was something 
that was always exciting.” 

Although a self-de: 
“independent conservati 
Richbourg quietly opposed ra- 
cial segregation throwghout 
much of his life. During the 
1940s, while teaching at a Nash- 
ville broadcasting school, he cir- 


[ his ‘Tommy Dorsey and Jo Staf- 


cumvented Jim Crow laws bar- 
ring black students by inviting 
them to come around WLAC af- 
ter his show for informal lessons 
on a station console. Later he > 
opened a school for black broad- 
casters. 

Until the end of World War I], 
American radio remained a 
largely white medium.

Target DX Bruce Conti 


You’re listening to talk on 1290, coming 
through the electrical noise and interference from 
other stations. You aren't sure, but you believe 
that it’s Larry King. So you turn on another radio 
and tune in to the local station that carries LK, 
and sure enough, it’s the same as what you’re 
hearing on 1290. So now you check the NRC AM 
Radio Log or frantically search back issues of DX 
News to find out who carries LK on 1290. You've 
just utilized one of the most popular techniques for 
Ding difficult DX - parallel DX. 


PARALLELS 

A parallel can be loosely defined as a 
simulcast, relay, network, or any situation where 
two or more stations are broadcasting the same 
programs. Some parallels are more useful than 
others, Domestic nationwide networks can be 
helpful in narrowing a field of candidates, but 
should not be used alone for definite verification. 

Local sports networks can be useful parallel 
targets. For example, if you’re in Boston, and you 
think you're hearing the Red Sox on 610, then tune 
in to WRKO and compare the audio. If they’re the 
same, you covld be hearing either WGIR or 
Florida’s WIOD! Now just concentrate on catching 
a local commercial or weather forecast during a 
break, and you’ve got a newie! Check out the 
Sports Networks column for possibte targets. 

Networks in Canada are better parallel targets 
because there are fewer stations. In many cases, 
the CBC or the regional Radio Mutuel for example, 
will be on only one station per frequency. So if 
you're hearing opera music or French talk on a 
weak signal, consult the log and make the 
comparison with a stronger regular, 

Parallel targets are most useful when trying to 
ID foreign language international DX. Cuba’s 
Radio Rebelde is one of the most well known 
paralicl targets, with several mediumwave and two 
shortwave frequencies. And if you’re not too good 
with foreign languages, the shortwave parallels can 
be a big help in IDing a station. 


YOUR HOMEWORK ASSIGNMENT 

To get started with using parallels as a 
targeting technique, generate a list of stations that 
are parallel to one of your regulars. For example, 
if Radio Mutuel’s CJMS-1280 is one of your 
regulars, scan the NRC AM Radio Log and jot down 
ali the other stations listed on the net. Now tune 
in to CJMS on your secondary receiver, and start 
DXing on the primary receiver. You may be 
surprised at what you can hear! Some of your 
homework has been done as TDX provides the 
following list of stations and their parallels, 
compiled from the pages of DX News and this
